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NCA Seeks Technical 
Changes In Estate 
Tax Provisions

Washington - The National Cat- 
tloznon 3 Assn. last week voiced its sup¬ 
port of legislation which would make 
technical Improvements in certain 
estate tax provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

NCA*s position was presented to tho 
Senate Finance subcommittee on estate 
and gift taxation by T. A. (Tad) Davis, 
NCA tax counsel. Davis testified in sun- 
port of a bill (S. 2479) introduced by 
Sen. Stove Symma <R„ Ids.) and co- 
sponsored by numerous other Senators. 
The bill fa designed to correct technical 
problems involved In a provision deal¬ 
ing with deferred payment of estate 
taxes. 

Davis noted that 1976 and 1981 tax 
legislation made improvements In the 

18-year deferral provision of the estate 
tax laws. But, he aafal, additional 
changes are needed, 

NCA recommended changes In Sec¬ 


tion 0106 of the Internal Revenue Code 
which would: 

1 . Permit assets owned directly or 
Indirectly by a decedent to qualify for 
deferred payment of estate tan if at 
least 85^b of the estate consisted of an 
interest In a family-owned farm or 
ranch business. 

2 . Provide a judicial forum for settl¬ 
ing disputes with the IRS over eliglbil- 
ty under Bectlon 6100 , 

8 . Modify the rule concerning the 
amount of interest which may be impos¬ 
ed on deferred payments while retain¬ 
ing the current 4% Interest rate on tho 
tax on the first $1 million In value of a 

I i closely held business interest. Tho pro¬ 
posed bill provides for a 20 % interest 
I rate to be charged on the value in ex¬ 
cess of !l million. NCA requested that 
this Interest rate be reduced to a more 
reasonable level for farm and ranch 
estates. 

NCA played a major role in obtaining 
estate tax law changes in 1981. Now, it 
was indicated, the association is seek¬ 
ing technical amendments needed to 
carry out the Intent of the previous 
legislation.

Fed Cottle Weaker, 

Hugs Sold Higher At 
Markets On Monday 

With receipts of slaughter cattle 
back to normal proportions and a shaky 
trade in the carcass beef trade, prices 
on fed steers and heifers wore steady at 
best and weak to a little lower at moBt 
of the central markets. Monday’s 
estimated cattle kill at 113,000 was 
level with a year ago and last week was 
a holiday at most plants. Hog prices 
were unevenly to aharply higher at the 
various markets. Monday’s slaughter 
estimate at 801,000 was about 6,000 
under a year ago. Some top hog prices 
represented purchases for commodity 
contracts.

Future Is Bright 

Feedlots are fully current Lo extreme¬ 
ly current according to reports and cat¬ 
tle feed era are turning healthy profits for 
the firtil time in nearly three years. It is 
the same story for swine feeders as 
reportedly profits arc ranging around {IS 
to $ 2 f> per head and no burdening supplies 
of market hogs are seen in the near 
future. Cattle profits have been estimated 
in the $50 to $ 100 per head range recently 
and the best news of all has been the fact 
that consumers are acLively buyi ng beef 
and pnrk at the Improved prices. Just a 
short time ago a carcass beef top of over 
$ 1.10 was enough to slow movement, and 
rates of $1.15 lo $1.17 have had little ef¬ 
fect bolstered by the limited supplies. 

Most observers fool that the healthy 
conditions in the fed cattle and butcher 
hog trade- may well last for several 
months. Thera is considerable snpcnhlion 
that the improved results on nogs may 
spell an early turn-around in production 
and geiATale larger supplies. However, 
Conibelt observers say hogmen are still 
wary of Increasing numbers.
